Editorially speaking, as we do in the 
Citizen just about every week, we attempt to 
cover subjects that we feel need to be 
brought to the attention of the community. 
As is customary in such writing, the editorial 
"we" is used. But we are one person. As 
such, we are subject to all the stimuli and 
information and experience and activity and 
knowledge and opinion and feelings that 
visit anyone. And we react, in the manner we 
are most accustomed to, by writing. We don't 
always have humility. We don't always write 
to please. If we make you think, fine. If you 
get angry at us, we are sustained by the fact 
that at least you read what we write. If we 
are wrong we usually apologize. 

- We don't expect a medal for being right 
— although sometimes our cup runneth over 
when someone is thoughtful enough to thank 
us — and when we touch a nerve we are 
prepared to listen to the dissenters. 

Perhaps the greatest single advantage 
of the editorial page is that it keeps opinion 
out of the news columns and provides a 
legitimate place for the expression of 
opinion and for the exposure of bias. 


Like people, there are all kinds of 
editorials. Some editorials inform. Editorials 
explain. Editorials interpret. Editorials may 
argue. Editorials urge action. Editorials 
crusade. Editorials may lead by persuasion. 
Some editorials appraise. Sometimes 
editorials announce policies; sometimes they 
offer entertainment. Most importantly, we 
beleieve, editorials help develop the 
newspaper's own sense of responsibility and 
provide a chance for community develop¬ 
ment and understanding. 

While the rest of the newspaper is 
devoted to news and advertising, the 
editorial, or editorial page, is reserved for 
opinion. This brings us to the point of our 
editorial this week: the editorial page is not 
solely for the opinion of the editor. If any of 
our readers wish to answer our editorials, 
or bring information to the community, we 
open our Letters To The Editor column and let 
you have your say. Letters must carry the 
name and address of the writer. Publication 
of name and address will be withheld upon 
request of the writer.

Saturday morning nature 
programs for the month of 
May have been scheduled by 
the Northfield Mountain 
Visitors Center as follows:
